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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the combination of Frid et al, 
Norefors et al, and Chaskar et al does not specifically show the limitation of "authorizing the mobile node to participate in a candidate 
access router discovery procedure". However, Examiner respectfully disagrees with applicant, since, authenticating the mobile terminal in 
order to use the network (Frid et al; column 4, lines 40-64) is the trigger to the mobile station to begin using the networ, which starts by 
connecting to the closest base station. Further, the Examiner would like to point out page 7 of 26; section 4.2 of Chaskar et al which was 
presented by the Examiner in the Final office action. Here, the network permits the mobile terminal to begin connection to an AP based on 
the CARD process. 



Applicant also argues that the combination of Frid et al, Norefors et al and Chaskar et al does not disclose the limitation of "wherein a total 
number of cache entries that can be tagged and thus introduced into the cache by the mobile node is limited:. However, the Examiner 
respectfully disagrees with applicant since the memory is always a limited resource and there is a limit as to how many data entries can be 
processed. 
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
